ST.PETERSBURG, June 21.—Prince 
Urusoff, former Assistant Minister of 
the Interior, made a speech in the 
Douma today, in which he credited 
Stolypin, the Interior Minister, with 
the desire to act justly and correctly. 
But he said that the guilt for the anci- 
Semitic outrages must be sought 
“higher up,” outside the ministry. He 
then pointed directly to Gen. Trepoff, 
saying: “ So long as persons by train- 
ing policemen and by inclination out- 
ragers are able to have their will, so 
long will excesses and massacres of 
Jews diagrace the honor of Russia.” 

The Prince said that he had evidence 
that Komissoroff, the official in charge 
of the press upon which the prociama- 
tions were printed, had not acted upon 
his own responsibility, and quoted 
Komissoroff as boasting of his ability 
to arrange Jewish massacres to o r

Census Doreau Report Shows That 
Tuberculosis and Pneumonia Cause 
Greatest Mortality.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—~Tubercu- 
losis Of the lungs and pneumonia were 
the leading causes of death tn the 
United States, according to a spectal 
report on mortality m 1904, issued to- 
day by the Census Bureau. The sta- 
tistics are restricted to the cities and 
States which possess records affording 
satisfactory data, the States covered 
being Connecticut, Indiana, Maine, 
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mont, together with the District of Co- 
lumbila. They and the 
porting embraced more than two-fifths 
of the estimated population of the 
United States. The death rate a 1000 
in the registration is 16.7 less than in 
any foreign country except Norway 
and Sweden. The report says: 

“The average annual mortality for 
tuberculosis from 1900 to 1904 was 172.6 
per 100,000 population. In 18980 it was 
45.4. More than half of the deathe 
from this cause occurred between the 
ages of twenty and forty. The majority 
of the deaths were among males. The 
number of deaths was greatest in 
March and April and least in Septem- 
ber and the mortality was much 
greater in the cities than in the rural 
districts. It was highest in Rhode 
Island.

still to the Norwegians belongs the 
honor of first crossing the Atlantic. 
Bo there is a bond of sentiment be- 
tween the United States and Norway 
that, even in this utilitarian age, is a 
fondly cherished one. 

Nor can the people of this country 
fail to appreciate that, although nom- 
inally a kingdom, Norway is a land 
of true liberty and real democracy. 
There is no taint of absolutism in the 
limited monarchy under which the 
Norwegians live. Their king has less 
actual power than our own President 
at Washington. The Storthing, or 
Great Court, elected by the popular 
vote, represents the sovereign peo- 
ple—truly sovereign, for, while the 
right of vetoing a new law passed 
by the Storthing belongs to the King, 
this right is only for a limited period, 
and if the same bill passes the Storth- 
ing thrice it thereupon becomes the 
law of the land irrespective of the 
royal assent. The sturdy democracy 
of the Norwegian people is further 
shown by the fact that since 1822 all 
titles of nobility within the realm 
have been abolished. 

Another claim to our respect on the 
occasion of King Haakon's coronation 
rests in the circumstance that his 
formal ascension of the throne marks 
the climax of a bloodless revolution. 
Norwegians and Swedes, so long 
united under the same crown, had 
their differences. They tried to recon- 
cile them, and they failed. Then, with 
true nobility of character, they shook 
hands and parted friends. King 
Oscar remains King of Sweden, uni- 
versally honored and beloved. Nor- 
way has chosen for herself a new 
Kine—a sailor prince of Denmark, tbe 
third of the Scandinavian sisterhood 
of nations, a man, by every account, 
of high parts, of blameless life, and 
of sterling worth. Not so very long 
ago King Haakon VII. could have

E SPREAD OF ANARCHISM. 

A timely article appears in Col- 
er's for June 23, on “Anarchists in 
America,” by Broughton Brandenburg, 
who has made a close study of the 
subject for years. He remarks at the 
very beginning that the deed of Man- 
uel Morales, who attempted the assas- 
sination of the young king and queen 
of Spain on June 1, was applauded 
most loudly in the United States. In 
scores of open meetings the throwing 
of the bomb by Morales was praised 
as an act of martyrdom, and anarch- 
ist newspapers issued from Boston, 
New York, Paterson, N. J., Chi. 
cago, Cincinnati, and other cities 
“openly praised the attempted regi- 
cide.” “And yet,” observes the writer, 
“the great American public goes care- 
lessly on, unheeding a growing condi- 
tion that brings us to shame in the 
eyes of the other great nations of the 
world. They call us a negligent 
harborer of their worst enemies, and 
they tell the truth.” 

The majority of the anarchist lead- 
ers in the United States are aliens, 
who have deen driven out of their 
own countries by police vigilance. 
They find in the United States almost 
unhampered freedom for the hatching 
of their murderous plots against all 
forms of government. Although, theo 
retically, anarchism and Socialism 
are diametrically opposed to each 
other, they are working together for a 
like object—the overthrow of the 
existing order. “Anarchists, Nihilists, 
Democrats, Terrorists, State 
Socialists, te., says Mr. Branden- 
burg, “are marching upon us by the 
tens of thousands, and in this free 
republic, so long as they stand for the 
destruction or the ‘establishment of 
any system except by the peaceable 
exertion of the will of the majority

A map of the United States, accom- 
panying Mr. Brandenburgs article, 
shows approximately the present dis- 
tribution of anarchist groups in 
country. He estimates that they n 
ber not less than 27,000 individuals, 
and the number is constantly increas- 
ing, through immigration and the et- 
forts of propagandists.
